Its objects wer: not onty to protect 
the Chamber of Commerce but also to 
safeguard the asubrerlbers to Reulers tele- 
grams and the public generally, ‘ts Ex- 
cellency was well aware that for a long time past 
the general public had’ been supplied with an- 
abundance of valuable [nformation through the 
service maintained by the Chamber, while the 
Government wandependent on the Chamber 
for a good deal of fts polltical news, the 
Government subscriblog for the news: to 
be supplied to all the public departmente, 
It was & condition Imp:aed on all subscribers 
that they must’ not ‘mate public the news 
circulated by the Chamber until at leist 48 
hours after its recelpt, and that conditions was, 
also imoosed on the powspapers published in 
the Colony. Latterly, however, the result, 
probably, of competition, the paj had begun 
to disregard that regulatton and hed been 
publishing the news as soon as possible after Its 
recelpt the Chamber, and long before 24 
hours elapsed. This action of the public 
press had led to a number of subscrlbers with- 
drawing their sabscriptions, and as the care now 
stood if the withdrawals continued it would be 
impossible to maintain the service, and then 
not only the present subscribers bot every- 
body else ‘would suffer, for the existing 
papers could not afford to. support and keep up 
the service by themselves. The object of the 
Bill was to protect not only the Chamber bat 
also all papers and persons.

THE WRECK OF THE “ MARY L. STONE." 


Writing onder date 8th Instant our Formosa 
c:rr-spondent confirms the news published {n this 
journal on the 4rd concerning the stranding of the 
Amerean shio Mary L, Stone, Captain Gould 
near Sau-o Bay on the north const of the Island 
of Formosa,.and furnishes us wlth the following 
interesting par iculars of this latest maritime

The Mary L. Stone was loaded with a fall 
cargo ot, kerosene ofl consigned to Shanghal and 
left New York In the early partof September, All 
went.well until about 8 p.m. on Sunday, the 2gth 
tlimo, when Steep Island was alghted and 
m{stsken for another island which the Captain 
belleved he was passing a considerable distance, 
to the northward of Steep Island, With every 
confidence that he had afghted the Island for 
which he was on the look out, Captaln Gould 
altered his course slightly and a few minutes 
Jater was astounded to find hla ship striking 
heavily on » hard bottom and sticking fast. The 
wells were at once sounded and {t was found 
that the vessel was making water rapidly, while 
the sight ofher false keel floating alongside at 
once showed that the vessel was stranded tipon 
the rock-bound const of the “Beautlfal Iale.” The 
next morning found. the vessel fiemly fixed on 
the rocks and shored up to windward by bage 
banks of sand, while 15 feet of water had 
accumulated in the'hold, No attempts could 
now be made to ‘pump sbip,’ for the pumps 
were choked by: d and it was therefore 
decided to abando hopes of saving the 
stranded vessel, for she was being so rapidly 
imbeded fm sand that in the course of a 


~ day or two it would be {mpossible to tow 


her off, even were. euch an ‘operation 
practicable, which was very doabtfal, Darlag 
the forenoon of the 26th 4s boat was lowered
